1 . Claims 1-28 and 49-57 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the apparatus as claimed. The prior art fails to disclose a 
bioreactor with a housing with gas inlet and outlet, along with modules of three coaxially 
arranged hollow fibers arranged as claimed with a compartment charged with a non- 
liquid gaseous substance, along with the other steps and limitations as claimed. The 
closest prior art of record, US 5,015,585 to Robinson discloses only two coaxial hollow 
fibers and an oxygenating solution that comprises oxygen dispersed in a liquid nutrient 
medium.
